The board of education an- 
nounced that bonds totaling $994,- 
000 will go on sale for the new 
college Dec. 18. The board will al- 
so accept, on Dec. 27, bids for a 
residence located on the site and 
owned by the school system. 

Ralph C. Flewelling, Los An- 
geles architect, has been author- 
ized to proceed with detailed plans 
and drawings for the new build- 
ings. Many legal formalities must 
be met, however; and, according 
to Harold Yost, board of educa- 
tion business manager, money 
from the bond issue will probably 
not be available until after Jan. 1.

If labor and management would 
consent to arbitrate all their dis- 
putes, instead of applying force, 
national reconversion would go 
far more smoothly, and badly 
needed consumer goods could get 
on the market. This is the only 
fair means of ironing out the 
labor-capital ‘conflicts, and both 
sides would do well to employ this 
method. 

One right move our government 
has made is questioning the Rus- 
sian motives in Iran.

Miller 
then crashed to, the 22, and the 
Dons were on their w&y again, but 
bogged down there. The last Don 
drive started with Snow recover- 
ing a fumble on the Hornet 30 
and Bill Bryant of Fullerton in- 
tercepting one of Miller’s passes 
on the 18. 

Santa Ana penalties worked the 
same way as Hornet fumbles, com- 
ing along at costly times. Har- 
grove proved to be the outstand- 
ing back for the underdog Hor- 
nets, taking over for Don Lieb- 
hart. The Dons amassed 11 first 
downs and 237 net yards as com- 
pared to 5 and 75 for the Hornets, 
showing that the locals rolled up 


more than three times as much 
yardage as the vanquished. 


The victory gave the Dons un- 
disputed championship of the 
eastern division, which was al- 
ready claimed by Santa Ana, but 
up to this time Fullerton had one 
win and no defeats in league 
play. It also gave the locals an 
undefeated season, as the possi- 
bilities of a post-season tilt with 
Modesto were scratched out early 
in the week, and the Utah game 
went out the window earlier in 
the season. Now the National 
Championship hinges on the out- 
come of the Compton-Modesto 
fracas.
